R en sb er g, Feb. 12.—The Boers out­ 
flanked tin1 British here Friday. A con­ 
siderable force of the enemy was threat­ 
ening the British communications be­ 
tween Rensberg and SIingcrsfniacin, 12 
miles away, and, daring a ^connois­ 
sance by soiiio Iuuiskilliugs and 20 Aus­ 
tralians from Sliiigersfontein, the Boers 
were discovered attempting to get a gun 
into position to shell the British camp. 
The Australians, having come into 
very close contact with the enemy, took 
cover under a hill about 9,000 yards 
from the camp. Thereupon the Boers 
took up a position with a view of pre- 
venting their retirement. Some B urgh-1 
ers got within 200 yards of the Austra- ( 
bans and called upon them to surrender. 
They replied by fixing bayonets and 
shouting defiance. 
Sergeant Edwards and two men made 
a dash, and, galloping under a hot tire, 
passed a number of hills held by the 
Boers, took word that the Australians 
were safe, and confident of holding the 
enemy at bay and of getting out after 
dark, which they eventually did* 
The Iuiskilling prevented the enemy 
getting their guns in position. The 
Australians lost one man killed and 
three wounded. 
The convoys were successfully gotten 
to Sliiigersfontein Saturday, the British 
escorts having had several brushes with 
parties of from 20 to 30 Boers infesting 
the region. Lieutenant Colonel Page. 
with a section of artillery and I off 
horse, got oue large convoy through by 
shelling the enemy out of the road. 
The Boers also outflanked us on the 
west, placed a gun in position at Bas­ 
tards Nek and fired on one of our out­ 
posts, driving off 1,000 sheep.

The box placed in the corner stone of 
St. Stephen’s church Thursday, Oct. ll, 
1877, at 8 o’clock p. m , was opened at 
the close of the services in the parish 
building lust evening by Rev. Edwin 
Weary. 
Before the opening of the treasures a 
short address was made by Reverend 
Weary relative to the history of the box. 
The contents were then displayed to the 
congregation in the following order : 
One Bible and a prayer book, presented 
to the church by Mr. Thomas, senior 
warden of the Church of the Ascencion, 
Wellsville; one silver com dated 1877, 
one copy of Potters’ Gazette dated Get. 
4, 1877, copy of the Standard of the 
Gross, the Episcopal Church Organ, 
edited by Rev. W. C. French, of Cleve­ 
land, dated Got. 13. 1877; Episcopal 
church almanac;copy cif The Church­ 
man iii which was a program of the 
order of the corner stone laying ; copy of 
Spirit of Missions, Get 6, 1877; copy of 
tim journal of the thirtieth diocese and 
convention.

Ai Inin A, refused to answer definite ques­ 
tions as to what had transpired in the 
Jury room, but one of them, desirous of 
imparting some information regarding 
the final proceedings of the celebrated 
lase, made a statement, Haying in part: 
If I w ere going to w rite us a re jo rte r about 
it, I would probably commence by saying the 
jury was a unit upon the guilt of tile defend­ 
an t; th a t one, two, or perhaps three of them , 
however, thought it well to go through the 
case, discuss the various phases of it, and see if 
the evidence, beyond a most reasonable doubt, 
would w arrant such a verdict. U nderstand, 
this is all under the supposition that I am act­ 
ing us a rcjMirtcr and w riting about something 
I nm t rying to guess nlsm t. I would probably 
explain the length of tim e the jury was out, by 
this: T hat by the tim e the two or three par­ 
ticularly inter«*sti*d men, in reviewing the case. 
had gone over it w ith great care, assisted by 
careful notes, and the rem ainder of th e jurors 
made a few com moats, nine hours w ere con­ 
sumed. 
“He slept like a child,” was the way 
the warden put it, referring to AL iliueux 
after his return to his cell from the 
court room on Saturday night. Sunday 
he arose at the usual hour, took exercise 
for one hour in. the prison yard, ate the 
breakfast supplied by the prison caterer 
and read with composure the morning 
newspapers, after which he attended the 
usual Sunday services.

A con­ 
siderable force of the enemy was threat­ 
ening the British communications be­ 
tween Ren six-rg and Slingersfoi^fcin, 12 
miles awav, and, during a reeonnois- 
tsance bv soma IuuiskiUiugs and 20 Aus­ 
tralians from Slingersfuntein, the Ikx'rs 
were disc *vered attempting to get a gun 
into position to shell the British camp. 
The Australians, having come into 
very close contact with the enemy, took 
cover under a hill about 9,(XX) yards 
from the camp. Thereupon the .Boers 
took up a position with a view of pm- 
venting their retirement. Some Burgh­ 
ers got within 200 yards of the Austra­ 
lians and railed ui»oii them to surrender. 
They replied by fixing bayonets and 
shouting defiance. 
Sergeant Edwards and two men made 
a dash, and, gaUopiug under a hot tire, 
passed a number of hills held by the 
Boers, took word that the Australians 
were safe, and confident of holding the 
enemy at bay and of getting out after 
dark, which they eventually dii. 
The IniskilUng prevented the enemy 
getting their guns in position. The 
Australians lost one nmu killed and 
three wounded. 
The convoys were successfully gotten 
to SUngersfontein Saturday, the British 
escorts having had several brushes with 
parties of from 20 to 80 Boers infesting 
the region. 
Lieutenant Colonel Page, 
with a section of artillery and 
150 
horse, got one large convoy through by 
shelling the enemy out of the road. 
The Boers also outflanked us on the 
west, placed a gun in position at Bas­ 
tards Nek and fired on one of our out­ 
posts, driving off 1,000 sheep.

They are camping in the in­ 
terior, and it is supposed armed insur­ 
gents prevent them going back. 
It is 
rep »rted that there is much suffering 
among them owing to flit* lack of food. 
As a result of these conditions the hemp 
business in that section is seriously hin­ 
dered, and ships going for cargos are 
com|tolled to take gangs of coolies to do 
their loading. Hemp hold in the interior 
is quite inaccessible. 
Colonel Bell will take two regiments 
and a battery through the provinces of 
North ("amarines and South ("amarines, 
going there on transports. 
Many insur­ 
gents retreated to that jtart of the 
island from Cavite and Bataiigus prov­ 
inces. 
Another expedition will soon start to 
garrison towns along the north coast of 
the Island of Mindanao. 
Guerilla waff a re continues south of 
Manila. 
Two attempts have been made 
to ambush the Americans. 
Colonel 
Sehwan, while returning to Manila with 
his stall’ and an escort of a hundred cav- 
alry from Batangas, was attacked by the 
insurgents.

A con­ 
siderable fo rce of the enem y w as th reat­ 
ening the B ritish com m unications be­ 
tw een Benshi rg and Slingersfoi^tein, 12 
m iles aw ay, and, during a reeonnois- 
gance by some Inniskilliugs aud 20 Aus­ 
tralians from Slingersfontein, the Boers 
w ere discovered attem pting to get a gun 
into position to shell the B ritish camp. 
T he A ustralians, having come into 
very close contact w ith tile enem y, took 
cover under a hill about 9,000 yards 
from th e camp.

A great deal of patience aud time is 
required lo train the horses to run 
around the ring 
They are blindfolded 
aud taught to run around the ring in a 
circle. 
The natural tendency of the 
horse is to run straight, and it is a 
hard tliiug for him to learn. 
A sys 
tem of cheeks and lines makes the 
training easier than formerly. 
The 
horse is an observant ani mu I 
and apt to do what he sees another 
horse do. so when the blindfold is re 
moved he is placed alongside an old 
trained horse, and the man who is to 
ride the new animal does tricks with 
.the old ones. then tries them on the 
pupil 
A good. intelligent horse soon 
learns and actually helps his rider. 
Horses are very sensitive to applause 
aud with that stimulus will do twice 
as much work as without. 
They are 
just as likely to lose their heads as Im 
man pet fenders- and have to be care 
fully watched. 
A well trained ring 
horse is easily worth $1,000, and rid 
ers who are stars usually own their 
horses.
